A Nanchang, capital Kiangsi ‘provinces, 
dispatch reparta that the recent riot at 
Lopinghsien, in which a Roman Catholic 
chapel was destrayed, was primarily duo to 
an attempt by the chihhaien of that city to 
impone an udditional tax on indigo in order 
to obtain funds for mainienanco of s dis- 
trict school an modern lines, iu obedivnes 
te uv ediet of {he Empress Dowager Inst 
year authorising the eatablishment of @ 
tebool in eagh district (hsion), department 
(chon), and prefectural city (fu) throughout 
the Kmpire, Although there was some 
demur among the merchants of Lopinghsien 
at the extra imposition, the tax w 

rububly have been ultimately paid had it 
Bren honestly collected end the amount 
within reasonable bounds, but like all auch 
cases in China, the mandarin and his undor- 
lings took advantage of the power given by 
the Contral Gorernment to ‘raise funds for 
such sehouls # there be no available money 
on hand,’ and ‘squeezed’ the merchants 
by moking auch heavy impouitiona that the 
people of that city naturally resented. 

Finding that thoir appoals ond protests 
were disregarded, a strike of all the shops 
ot the city was first called and being still 
disregarded, a mob gathered which at once, 
like all mobs throughout the world, bogan 
to neck for victims to destroy, This they 
did by proceeding to pull down the likin 
and salt tax stations and barriers and 
thoroughly beating the runners, 
collectors of the two establishments. 

By thie time getting a taato of blood and 
plunder the mob, constantly reinforced, got 
out of hand of tho gentry and morchanta 
who firet led, and taking things into their 
own hands etarted to pulldown and destroy 
the Roman Catholic chnpol and the new 
school pramiscs—the primary couse of the 
disturbance. 

‘Ae goon a Governor Heia Shih, at, Nan- 
chang, heard of thie state of things he sent 
a Tsotai and a chilhbsien with o guard of 
abnut a hundred men to investigate. Tho 
chihhsion, wise above his generation, 
managed to get sick en route and had to 
raturn to Nanchang to be doctored. The 
Taotai went alone to Lopinghsion, and 
while engaged in a conferonce with the 
greybearda ‘and eldars of the city, the whole 
party was gurrounded by s mob of some 
15,000 to 20,000, led by n noted desperado 
of the city nicknptied * Huntien-ma-tse ’ 
(* Starry firmament,’ because of his face 
hoing -ontirely covered with small pox. 
marks).
